“ In reply to your letter of Septem­ 
ber J rd ( M-AF) relative to the rec­ 
ommendation for the discontinuance 
of the post office at Mooney, Indiana, 
I beg to inform von that I have made 
inqu ric" in regard to the office and 
find that a stro n g protest against di"- 
continuing the office is being made bv 
the patron". 
They appreciate the 
advantages i; affords in tho purchase 
of stamp", tho mailing of letter" and 
the purchase of money orders. About 
forty patrons are served by this office. 
An article has been published in the 
Seymour* Indiana, Republican which 
sta te s that a formal protest is being 
prepared. 
‘*1 earnestly reque"t that the re- 
jsirt of the inspector he reconsidered, 
and that the office be continued as at 
present.”

The vast crowds that are turning 
out to hear the addresses of the sen ­ 
ators who are opposed to the league 
of nations covenant in its present 
form show that the Americas people 
are doing -ome serious thinking on 
the question. 
The demonstration in 
Chicago a few night'- ago when Sen- 
ators Johnson, Borah and
